Born in 1894 m Fort Payne. Ala- 


bama, he first felt the lure of fly- 
ing by watching the struggles of 
pioneer birdmen with the cumber- 
some machines which v-crc the 
predecessors of the luxurious mod- 
ern craft. 


Ending his schooling with the 


eighth grade, he went to St. Louis, 
Mo., and got a job. Nearby a fly- 
ing machine was being constructed. 
When it builders failed to make it 
fly, Stinson bought it. He made it 
fly. 


Then he attended the Wright 


Brothers school of "aciation at Day- 
ton. Ohio, and from 1912 on he was 
connected 
with 
aviation, every 


phase of it. 


During the war Stinson was-chief 


civilian instructor at the Kelly field 
army air school, San Antonio, Tex- 
as. He was named on the board 
•which determined the type of equip- 
ment with which army fliers should 
be trained.

OF IMMUNITY 


Health Officer May Not Issue 


School .Attendance Per- 


mits Upon Say-so. 


Harrisburg, Jan. 26.—Attention of 


the bureau , of communicable dis- 
eases, state department of-".health, 
iaving been "called to;"a condition 
existing in <-;rtain sections of the 
state, where children are being per- 
mitted to attend school as'immunes 
from such diseases as measles, Ger- 
man measles, chicken jox. mumps 
and whooping cough; simply upon 
the assertion- of their" parents that 
they have had such maladies in the 
past, Dr. J. jMoore Campbell, chief 
of that bureau in the health depart- 
ment, has issued the following in- 
structions: 


"Please be advised that under the 


regulations of the state department 
of health, there is no evidence of 
immunity which your" health officer 
may. accept, other than an actual 
record in his files, or in the files of 
the health department" at Harris- 
burg; of" the prior illness" with the 
disease, from which the jchild is al- 
leged to be immune. Health officers 
must not issue school attendance 
permits" to so-called immunes, unless 
such a" record has been found, no 
matter what the statement concern- 
ing a" prior attack made by the par- 
ents, or physician, may be." 


"If such a record'is not found, all 


children must be included in the 
quarantine just the same as though 
they, had 'not had. the. disease. The 
proper observation of these regula.- 
tions, upon the part of all health 
officers, as" well as parents and fam- 
ily physicians, will be very greatly 
appreciated by this department," 
said Doctor Campbell.

Few problems associated with the 
upbringing of children are as per­ 
plexing to the conscientious parent 
as is the problem of discipline. 
There are ail sorts of extremes 
of thought and attitu d e am ong par­ 
ents. 
Some are for freedom and the 
untram m eled 
soul 
of 
the 
child. 
O thers 
are 
strict 
disciplinarians, 
still believing in th e old saying, 
“spare the rod and spoil the child." 
It is easy, but relatively profit­ 
less, to set down a list of rules for 
the lazy-minded to follow in deal­ 
ing with discipline problem s. 
U n­ 
fortunately. the usefulness of such 
rules is much restricted. 
Rules are prescribed for specific 
situations 
and disciplinary 
situa­ 
tions seldom fall into definite p at­ 
terns. 
There are so m any variable fac­ 
tors which m ust be borne in mind 
when dealing with 
a 
child that 
needs discipline. 
F or this reason 
it will profit us b etter to analyze 
the 
factors th a t 
e n te r 
into the 
problem of discipline. 
The objectives of discipline, like 
those of education, are to make out 
of the child a pro-social, effective, 
and if possible, happy individual. 
Discipline 
and 
education 
are 
therefore means to a n end and de­ 
sirable only in so fa r as they help 
us to achieve th a t end. 
In them ­ 
selves they are of little or no value. 
The over-disciplined and invari­ 
ably obedient child is as undesir­ 
able as the wild an d uncontrollable 
child. 
In fact, It m ust be borne in mind 
| th a t the child is entitled to its 
singular viewpoint an d th a t a cer­ 
tain amount of resistance to sug­ 
gestion and to encroachm ent upon 
individual thought an d feeling is a 
niost desirable quality in children 
j and in adults. 
Further to appreciate the prob­ 
lem of discipline, 
we 
m ust 
also 
understand the n atu re of tire child. 
The ancient G reeks 
had a 
bal­ 
anced view of the nature of the 
child and the discourses of Socra­ 
tes on the upbuilding of charuc- 
j cer make constructive reading.

AIR-FILTERS FOR HAY-FEVER 
People who suffer from hay-fever will soon be able to have a ir­ 
liners installed in their homes, which will remove irritating pollen 
from the air. 
Experim ents Just concluded at the University of Illinois R esearch 
Hospitals have demonstrated the practicability of relieving hay-fever 
patients of distress by means of air-filters. 
The filters used were 
adapted from the commercial form by Dr. William IL Welker, and were 
used in un extensive series of experim ents conducted by Drs. Tell 
Nelson and Ben Z. Rappaport. 
Says a mail report from Science Serv­ 
ice (W ashington): 
“ People suffering from hay-fever, according to Dr. Rappaport, were 
relieved of m ost of their symptoms in from one-half to one and a 
hall hours after entering a room in which the air had been drawn in 
from the outside through these filters. P atients who were used in these 
experim ents slept well, except on very hot nights, when the room was 
uncom fortable because of the heat, but patients suffering from asthm a 
were only partly relieved. 
“ 'Actually, very severe cases of hay-fever, who find life alm ost in ­ 
tolerable for two months unless they get away,’ Dr. Rappaport said, ‘are 
greatly benefited. The filtration is at best, however, as au adjunct to 
treatm ent by immunization.’ 
“People who are only partially relieved by immunization tre a t­ 
m ent, he pointed out, can be benefited by using in addition a filtering- 
m achine in their bedrooms, thus exposing them to pollen only when 
they m ust be outdoors. A good percentage of the 2,500,000 to 6,000,000 
people who have hay-fever in the U nited States can in this way be 
partially aided. 
“The experim ents carried on at the University of Illinois were 
conducted in one of the wards where a m achine was installed which 
drew air in from the outside through paper filters. Over IOO persons 
were observed. 
Those with hay-fever only were kept in the room at 
night and perm itted to pursue their custom ary activities during the 
daytime. 
P atients with asthma were kept in the room tw enty-four 
hours of the day. 
"The hay-fever cases were relieved of most of their symptoms in 
from one-half to one and a half hours after entering the room. They 
slept well. The relief, however, was not complete, as most of them had 
a mild attack of hay-fever in the m orning on awakening. 
“T he asthm a cases caused by the tall pollens were only partially 
relieved, several not until they had been in the room four or five days. 
Their asthm a returned a few hours after leaving for home. 
• F u rth er work is being planned by the University of Illinois group 
for next year, with improved filtration m achinery."

AIR-FILTERS FOR HAY-FEVER

People'Who suffer from hay-fever will soon be able ~ to have air- i 


filters installed in their homes, which will remove irritating "pollen * 
from the air. 
Experiments just concluded at the University ofv Illinois Research ^ 


Hospitals have demonstrated the practicability of relieving hay-fever 
patients of distress by means of air-filters. Tne filteis used were 
adapted from the commercial form by Dr. William H. Welker, and were 
used m an extensive series of experiments conducted by Drs. Tell 
Nelson and Ben Z. Rappaport. Says a mail report from Science Serv- 
ice (Washington): 


"People suffering from hay-fever, according to Dr. Rappaport, were 


relieved of most of their symptoms m from one-half to one and a- 
half hours after entering a room in which the air had been drawn in 
from the outside through these filters. Patients who were used in these 
experiments slept well, except on very hot nights, when the room was 
uncomfortable because of the heat, but patients suffering from asthma 
were only partly relieved. 
" 'Actually, very severe cases of hay-fever, who find life almost in- 


tolerable for two months unless they get away,' Dr. Rappaport said,'are 
greatly benefited. The filtration is at best, however, as an adjunct to • 
treatment by immunization.' 


"People who are only partially relieved by immunization treat- 


ment, he pointed out, can be benefited by using in addition a filtering- ' 
machine in their bedrooms, thus exposing them to pollen only when 
they must be outdoors. A good percentage of the 2,500,000 to 6,000,000 ' 
^people who have hay-fever in the United States can in this way be 
partially aided. 


"The experiments carried on at the University of Illinois were 


conducted in one of the wards where a machine was installed which 
drew air in from the outside through paper filters. Over 100 persons 
were observed. Those with hay-fever only were kept in the room at 
night and permitted to pursue their customary activities during .the 
daytime 
Patients with asthma were kept m the room twentyrfour - 


hours of the day. 


"The hay-fever cases were relieved of most of their symptoms in 


from one-half to one and a half hours after entering the room. They 
slept well The relief, however, was not complete, as most of them had . 
a mild attack of hay-fever in the morning on awakening. 


"The asthma cases caused "by the-fall pollens were-only partially _ 


relieved, several not until they had been in the room four or five days. 
Their astlima returned a few hours after leaving for home. 


"Further work is being planned by the University of Illinois group 


for next year, with improved filtration machinery."

less, to set down a list of rules for 
the lazy-minded to follow in deal- 
ing with discipline problems. Un- 
fortunately, the usefulness of such 
jules is much restricted. 


Rules are prescribed for specific 


situations 
and disciplinary situa- 


tions seldom fall into definite pat- 
terns. 


There are so many variable fac- 


tors-which must be borne in mind 
when dealing with a child that 
needs discipline. 
For this reason 


it will profit us better to analyze 
the factors that- enter into the 
problem of discipline. 


The objectives of discipline, like 


those of education, are to make out 
of the child a ,p"ro-social, effective, 
and if possible, happy individual. 


Discipline 
and 
education 
are 


therefore means to an end and de- 
sirable only in so far as they help 
us to achieve that end. In them- 
selves they are of little 'or no value. 


The over-disciplined and. invari- 


ably obedient child is as undesir- 
able as the wild and uncontrollable 
child. 
- In fact, it must be borne in mind 
that, the child is entitled to its 
singular viewpoint and that a cer- 
tain amount of resistance to sug- 
gestion and to encroachment upon 
individual thought and feeling is a 
most desirable quality in children 
and in adults. 


jjurther to appreciate the prob- 


lem .of discipline, we . must also 
understand the nature of the child. 
The -ancient Greeks had a bal- 
anced view of the nature of'the 
child and _the discourses of Socra- 
tes on the upbuilding of charac- 
ter make constructive reading.
